FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized by the Sugar 
Industry Sectional Committee had been approved by the Food and Agriculture Division Council. 

Palm sugar is manufactured by processing of Neera (palm juice) obtained from any of the four varieties 
of palms, namely, palmyrah palm, date palm, sago palm and coconut palm. Palm sugar is not only a 
sweetening agent but is a good source of nutrients, such as calcium, iron, thiamine, nicotinic acid and 
proteins. 

This Indian Standard ha3 been formulated to provide suitable guidance to the palm sugar industry for the 
manufacture of quality product. In the preparation of this standard considerable assistance has been 
derived from Khadi and Village Industries Commission, Mumbai. 

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, the final 
value, observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off in accordance 
with IS 2 : 1960 *Rules for rounding off numerical values (revisedy. The number of significant places 
retained in the rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard.

The palm sugar shall be of two grades, namely. 
Grade 1 and Grade 2. 

4 REQUIREMENTS 

4.1 Palm sugar shall be prepared in crystalline or 
powder form. It shall be white to light brown in 
colour, free from dirt and other extraneous matter 
as well as substances deleterious to health. 

4.2 Palm sugar shall be sweet to taste and shall not 
possess sour, salty or any other objectionable taste. 



4.3 The material shall also comply with the re- 
quirements given in Table 1. 

5 PACKING 

5.1 Palm sugar shall be packed in clean and new 
A-twill polythene lined jute bags or polythene lined 
woven HOPE bags of food grade quality. 

6 MARKING 

6.1 Each pack shall be suitably marked so as to 
provide following information: 

a) Name of the material, 

b) Grade, 

c) Name and address of the manufacturer, and 

d) Net mass. 

6.2 BIS Certification Marking 

The product may also be marked with the Standard 
Mark. 

6.2.1 The use of the Standard Mark is governed by 
the provisions o{ Bureau of Indian Standards Act, 
1986 and the Rules and Regulations made there- 
under. The details of conditions under which the 
licence for the use of Standard Mark may be granted 
to manufacturers or producers may be obtained 
from the Bureau of Indian Standards. 

7 SAMPLING 

7.1 Sampling shall be done as agreed to between 
the purchaser and the supplier.
